Sparks Fly On School Coaching Posts 


Sparks flew Tuesday night be- 
tween School Committee Chair- 
man Richard Katz and long-time 
committee member William A, 
Doherty, The issue was whether 
the school committee would stick to 
its voted policy that department 
heads and those with admin- 
istrative responsibility should not 
be given coaching posts. The stand 
was taken last winter to keep

Committeeman Fred Fitzgerald 
was absent from the five-man 
board Tuesday, 

The match was lit by a letter 
from West Junior High principal 
William E, Hart, Hart requested 
that a West Junior High depart- 
ment head and an administrator, 
be appointed as ninth grade head 
coaches, counter to school come 
mittee policy, on the grounds that 
it should be left up to each in- 
dividual principal to determine this 
policy, 

Last winter, immediately after 
adopting the no=-coaching policy for 
department heads, the school 
committee waived the policy to 
allow these two men to coach “for 
one season only,’ since they felt 
not enough notice had been given 
then to replace them and field 
teams, This year, Mrs, Virginia 
Cole, of the school committee, 


pointed out a full complement of 
other coaches are available for 
fall and winter sports at West 
Junior High, 

Katz stated that it was the school

Population Trends Startling 


Startling school population 
trends dominated the conversa= 
tion at the first school commit- 
tee meeting of the 1968-69 year 
Tuesday evening, 

Facing the figures, the school- 
men spent a constructive hour in 
unhurried discussion of optimum 
schoo] sizes and school building 
policy to meet the situation, They 
considered the population ex- 
plosion with high school princi 
pal Philip Wormwood, who brought 
with him the educational specif- 
ications for the addition tothe high 
school, 

Committeeman Fred Fitzgerald 
was absent from the meeting, 

Wormwood, also brought Wang 
Calculator projections of school 
population growth, prepared by 
math department head James 
Murphy, which point to a doubling 
of the high school student body 
in ten years and its nearly trip- 
ling in fifteen, 

The secondary school growth 
percentage is 7,5% larger than the 
elementary school’s 4,2%,. This 
reflects a characteristic of Ando= 
ver’s growth, he pointed out - that 
it is not so much the very young 
couples with small children who 
move into Andover, but the 
slightly older couples with 
secondary~age children, 

A practical result of the delib- 
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erations was that the specifications 
the principal will take in to dis- 
cuss with the School Board Assis= 
tance Commission this week will 
be rewritten in order that the high 
school, after the addition, will ac- 
comodate 2,000 students instead of 
the originally planned 1,800, Ac= 
cording to the Wang projections, 
by 1975 there will already be more 
than 1,800 students in the build- 
ing. 

Committeemen William A, 
Doherty and William King, a sub= 
committee on school population 
trends, had been doing some pro= 
jecting of their own and reported 
that it is in line withWormwood’s, 
They pointed out that the town 
has a physical capacity for 60,000 
people, with an estimated result- 
ing school population of 1,700, 
perhaps half inelementary and half 
in secondary, 

Both men see Andover’s con= 
tinued growth as inescapable, sit- 
uated as she is near Routes 93 
and 495, and committeeman 
Doherty says he expects eight or 
nine more elementary schools 
eventually, with a reproduction of 
the high school facilities for an 
additional 2,000 pupils at some 
point, 

The tentative specifications, for 
the high school addition call for 
an auditorium, a swimming pool, 
classrooms for English, math, so- 
cial studies, languages, art, book- 
keeping, typing and stenography, 
with labs for science, math and 
the languages plus eight study 
areas, 

The committee suggested that 
Mr, Wormwood also explore with 
the SBAC people the possibility 
of housing the pool and an indoor 
track and perhaps, Doherty sug- 
gested, even a hockey rink, in a 
separate building, if this is a

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Editorial Comment 


North Street | 


Local officials should be cautious in regard to the be- 
ginning of the North Street Chapter 90 project. 

Bids are due to be opened and reconstruction and widen- 
ing of the street to get underway shortly thereafter. It will 
be a lengthy project to say the least. 

Beginning of such work at this time of year may not be 
adviseable. There would not appear to be that sufficient 
outside construction time to adequately accomplish a safe 
thoroughfare before winter weather overtakes the area. 

An already dangerous stretch of roadway would be made 
even more treacherous if ice and snow piled up while it 
was under construction. 

Getting by the winter months, spring weather would also 
raise havoc with an unfinished road through spring thaws 
and rains. 

We realize that residents of the street have waited a 
long time for road improvements. They have been more 
than patient. It has been three years at least since the 
project was to get off the ground, but accumulation of 
funds was felt advisable in order to permit the road to be 
rebuilt in its entirety in a single stretch, instead of doing 
it peacemeal annually. 

The construction schedule should be examined closely 
by all officials concerned, in order to insure the safety 
of both motorists and pedestrians alike, before allowing 
the project to move ahead. 


Parking 


That parking in the downtown area of Andover is a 
problem, is not secret. Solutions to it however, continue 
to be elusive. 

The selectmen this week discussed the problem and 
decided to turn the matter over to the newly-formed Traffic 
and Parking Task Force. 

This followed Selectman Sidney P. White’s suggestion 
that one-hour parking limits be posted on High Street, and 
that the state Department of Public Works be requested to 
so authorize the posting of the area. 

Town Manager Richard J. Bowen pointed out that posting 


of High Street would only cause a problem somewhere else. 


and enumerated the several problem streets in the area. 

The problem has magnified with the opening of schools, 
as students and teachers are now parking on off street 
locations adjacent to the shopping area. 

The municipal parking lot is nearly completed and in- 
stallation of parking meters in some portions is antici- 
pated to guarantee turnover. 

Mr. White suggested possible aquisition of the property 
to the side and rear of the Andover Baptist Church on 
Essex Street, but some members felt the area not deep 
enough. The area is almost directly across from the And- 
over Playhouse property which the selectmen had wanted 
to acquire but were unable to do so when the Finance 
committee refused to allow the matter to go to the town 
meeting floor. Members generally expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the decision, since it has now been purchased 
by private interests. ; 

The special commission studying the traffic and parking 
problems and also chamber of commerce officials must 
fully examine the downtown area. 

It is imperative for the life of the business community 
as well as the town itself. Choking of traffic in the center 
of town along with the inability of shoppers to park, could 
lead to disaster for downtown Andover. 

The task force has been asked to give the problem its 
immediate attention. Hopefully, their examination and re- 
port will be forthcoming soon.

New Season At Library 


The Memorial Hall Library an- 
nounces the start of a new Great 
Books Discussion Group for the 
fall season, This group will meet 
at the library onevery other Tues- 
day at 7:30 p.m, starting Sept, 24, 
The opening discussion for this 
year’s Great Books group will cen~ 
ter on a famous classic, Aeschy~ 
lus’ ‘*Prometheus Bound,’’ Each 
discussion will cover one or two 
of the great authors of our wes- 
tern heritage; Other works to be 
discussed later in the year are 
Chaucer’s ‘‘Canterbury Tales;”’ 
Cervantes’ ‘*Don Quixote;’’ Her- 
man Melville’s **Billy Budd;’’ and 
the Henry James classic thriller, 
**The Turn of the Screw.’ Sets 
of paperback books for the dis- 
cussions are now available at the 
library, Each set costs $9,60 and 
covers the entire series of meet= 
ings for the year, 

Since its inception in 1947, the 
Great Books program has grown 
to where there are now over three 
thousand Great Books discussion 
groups throughout the United 
States, From coast to coast these 
discussion programs are enrich= 
ing the lives of men and women 
in all walks of life - doctors and 
housewives, businessmen and 
stenographers, lawyers and 
laborers and many others, 

Just what is the Great Book 
program? It is a program based 
on four premises, First, that a 
liberal education is necessary for 
all men, Second, that this is a
